AVILA  RECIEVES  GIFT 
FROM  WESTERN  ELECTRIC 


The  Avila  College  Action-in-Arts  Fund  received  a boost! 
Robert  A.  Kraay,  general  manager  of  Western  Electric's 
local  plant  in  Lee's  Summit,  presented  a $4,000  check  to 
Sister  Olive  Louise. 

The  Western  Electric  Gift  pushes  to  $600,000  the  amount 
of  pledges  received  toward  the  $1,500,000  Building  Fund 
goal.  The  drive  is  a capital  campaign  conducted  by  Avila  for 
a new  facility  to  house  a theatre  and  classrooms.  According 
to  Kraay,  the  Western  Electric  Foundation  was  established 
to  assist  charitable  and  educational  institutions. 

"This  gift,"  he  said,  "is  being  made  to  Avila  College  in 
recognition  of  the  college's  outstanding  service  to  the 
community." 

Specifically,  Kraay  cited  the  nursing  and  education 
programs.  Two-thirds  of  the  Avila  students  have  declared 
majors  in  these  fields.  Kraay  pointed  out  the  Career  Op- 
portunities Program  (COP)  as  another  example  of  Avila's 
service  to  the  community.  Twenty-five  students  from  the 
inner-city  have  been  recruited  as  education  majors.  COP 
enables  these  teacher  aides  to  earn  a BA  degree  through 
on-the-job  training. 

Kraay  added  that  Avila  is  the  only  school  in  this  area 
offering  a full  curriculum  of  training  for  teaching  the 
mentally  retarded  and  emotionally  disturbed.  Fifty  students 
have  declared  majors  in  this  area. 

"Western  Electric  is  proud  to  join  with  other  business  and 
private  contributors  in  helping  Avila  College  take  important 
steps  forward,"  Kraay  said. 

The  presentation  was  made  at  a luncheon  on  the  Avila 
campus.  With  Kraay  at  the  presentation  were  his  wife, 
Pearl,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Paul  J.  Olsen.  Olsen  is  supervisor  of 
public  and  industrial  relations  at  the  Western  Electric  plant.
